British Win Battle of Herzl, Ship 
Says Kaddish For 2; Wives Aboard

HAIFA—Two Jews were reported killed and 20 others injured 
seriously enough to require hospitalization during a pitched battle 
this week between a British naval boarding party and some 2,700 


visaless immigrants aboard the 


blockade runner Theodor Herzl, 


intercepted off the coast of Tel Aviv. 


Six of the injured; all of whom 
were taken to a government hos- 
pital here, were suffering from 
gunshot wounds. After the vessel 
was halted by a number of Brit- 
ish destroyers, it took the board- 
ing party three hours to battle 
its way over the sides. 

The fight raged for hours af- 
terWards before the refugees 
were subdued. The sailors used 
clubs, water hoses and tear gas, 
and when they proved insuffi- 
cient, resorted to firearms. The 
Jews fought back with whatever 
missiles came to hand. 


Eventually the overloaded 
blockade runner was taken into 
tow by two destroyers and 
brought into the harbor here. The 
Herzl, originally named the 
Guardian, is reported to have 
left a French port about two 
weeks ago, flying the Honduras 
flag. Immigrants from Poland, 
Hungary and Rumania made up 
the majority of her passengers.

He said that when many of 
his Jewish friends in America 
ask him how Britain can have 
difficulty in maintaining 100,000 
troops in Greece, when she ap- 
parently has no trouble in main- 
taining 100,000 troops in Pales- 
tine, he “can’t answer that.” He 
commented briefly on the clash 
of American, Russian and Brit- 
ish interests in the oil bearing 
sections of the Middle East. 


Asked if resettlement of Jews 
was hampered by immigration 
restrictions in the U. S., he re- 
plied that it is quite true that 
before America criticizes British 
policy in Palestine she should be 
ready to admit more Jewish and 
other refugees from Central Eu- 
rope. However, he added, if the 
U. S. opened its doors to all Jews 
who wished to come, that would 
still not solve the Palestine prob- 
lem. 

Replying to another question, 
Wallace said that he favored the 
creation of a Jordan Valley au- 
thority in Palestine, which would 
provide electric power for indus- 
try and water to irrigate huge 
areas of presently barren land.

The Activism of Words 

RITISH propaganda assiduously disseminated in this country 

is gradually beginning to influence public opinion against the 
Jews of Palestine and their homeless brethren, and in a mood of 
sympathy for the poor, innocent, defenseless British Tommy, far 
from home, who is waylaid by gangsters and slain ruthlessly. At 
the same time, months of reiterated statements that Palestine Jewry 
was on the verge of civil war, buttressed with incendiary false- 
hoods and provocative stories, are beginning to yield a grim har- 
vest in the form of internal Jewish dissension, if recent reports 
are to be believed. . 

One need hold no brief for the ways of the extremists to warn 


that unless Zionist leadership is careful we shall fall headlong into _ 


the trap which wily Englishmen have laid, and so disrupt Jewish 
unity as to make impossible any effective presentation of our case 
before the world. Outbreak of a civil war between “extremists” and 
“moderates” in Palestine, a goal toward which British propagan- 
dists and provocateurs have been strainin gevery effort for months, 
will be disastrous. It must be avoided at all costs. 

* + + 


IT SHOULD BE perfectly obvious by now that the military tac- 
tics employed by the authorities in Palestine, the rigorous curfews, 
the martial law, the searches and seizures and imprisonments, have 
all been designed to inflame and irritate the activists among Pales- 
tine Jewry, and to goad them into further acts of desperation which 
would have the effect of nettling and disturbing other elements of 
the Jewish population. . 

Ever since the publication of Koestler’s “Thieves in the Night” 
there has been a lively discussion in this country about resistance, 
its effectiveness and its morality. An excellent summary and round- 
up of reviews of the book fom various points of view appears in 
the latest number of “The New Palestine” magazine from the pen 
of Alfred Werner. 

American Jews, who by virtue of their position can have re- 
course only to words, must realize by now how futile is mere 
speech. Yet I sometimes feel that we have become enslaved by 
verbalism. At our conferences and conventions we argue for hours on 
end about the precise phraseology of resolutions, waxing highly 
emotional, behaving as though fate and destiny were at stake in 
the choice of one or another phrase or set of words. For lack of 
any other outlet, we have become intoxicated with speech, and tend 
to believe that our editorials, our oratory, our carefully worded 
resolutions will batter down opposition. 

* * . 


THE SAD TRUTH is that words will not man the ships which 
bring the refugees home, words will not build their shelters, words 
will not stay the hand of a ruffian British policeman engaged in his 
Gestapo raid on peaceful families. American Jews are so far re- 
moved from the scene of action that they have fallen under the in- 
fluence of the only substitute for action available to them. 

The extremists in Palestine have made mistakes. They will 

' doubtless make more. But the fact remains that they are in possees- 
sion of the only formula which has yet succeeded in worming con- 
cessions of any kind out of the British. The Haganah. subscribes 
to the same formula, substituting action for words, and the two 
are not as far apart as British propaganda would like to separate 
them. 

I might add that many American Jews who approve of the 
philosophy of resistance, though perhaps not of all its methods, 
have been most gullible in the support they have rendered to such 
groups as the American League for a Free Palestine (the Bergson- 
Ben Hecht outfit). The truth is that NOT ONE RED CENT raised 
by these groups, either from their show, “A Flag is Born,” or 
from any other source, goes to Palestine to aid the resistance—not 
even the Stern group, with which they claim spiritual kinship. Sen- 
ator Gillette, their well-paid executive made this public confession 
not long ago, though “the boys” naturally did not play it up in 
their literature.

Jews who believe in active resistance, but who have been deluded 
into supporting an ineffective organization which misleads, exag- 
gerates and falsifies.

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The Post has asked a number of 
qualified men on the campuses of the 
jeading universities of the nation to 
answer the question: “How Jewish 
are the Jewish Students at the Unit- 
versity of ——————!” This is the 
first of a series.

TATISTICS alone do not re- 
S veal much about the situa- 
tion of the Jewish students here 
at the University of Illinois. This 
can only be understood in rela- 
tion to the entire community of 
Champaign-Urbana, the “twin 
cities.” The location is in the 
rich farming area of mid-state Il- 
linois, an area that votes con- 
sistently Republican, is very con- 
servative, and contends that this 
igs a virtue in itself. 

The community resents outsid- 
ers, for reasons which are not 
within the scope of this article, 
and carries over this resentment 
to the University, despite the eco- 
nomic, social, and educational 
benefits accruing to it because of 
the school. The University, sub- 
servient to community pressure, 
bends over backwards so as not 
to offend the townspeople, with 
remarkably little effect on their 
thought processes, as might be 
expected. The educators follow; 
they do not lead. 

It might be asked, just what 
does the above have to do with 
the Jewish students at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois? To put it 
succinctly, there is a correlation 
petween a farming area and mis- 
trust of “outsiders” in general 
and big city people in particular, 
and between conservatism and 
anti‘Semitism. The Champaign- 
Urbana community is no excep- 
tion to this pattern. This has been 
especially felt in an area in which 
it hurt the most: housing. It has 
been the experience of many stu- 
dents, and of this writer as well, 
that, in general, a pre-requisite 
to obtaining satisfactory housing 
is to be a white gentile. The hous- 
ing director at Hillel has ex- 
pressed alarm at the increase in 
antiSemitism which is showing 
itself via the tight housing situa- 
tion. The dialogue betwen a stu- 
dent and his prospective landlady 
follows a recurring pattern: 

Landlady: “By the way, where 
are you from?” 

Student: “Chicago.” 

Landlady: (Hesitatingly) ‘Uh, 
what nationality are you?” 

Student: (Falters) “Why Amer- 
kan, what do you mean?” 

Landlady;: “Well, you know, 
where are your parents from?” 

Student: “Poland... .” (Or 
Russia.) 

Landlady: (Firmly) “Oh, I see. 
Well, you know that most of the 
people rooming here are Chris 
tians, and while I don’t mind my- 
self, I don’t think it is advisable 
to mix the two. You understand 
how it is...” 

MORE THAN HALF of the 
Jewish students are members of 
Hillel, as signified by their pur- 
chase of an “Affiliate.” However, 
this does not necessarily indicate 
& positive identification with the 
Jewish group since a great many 
of these memberships were sold 
® the basis of house (independ- 
ent and fraternity) discipline. 
The Intercollegiate Zionist Fed- 
eration of America, University 
of Illinois branch, holds meetings 
once a week at Hillel, and usu- 
ally attracts from 50 to 75 stu 
dents. The Friday night services 
do even worse, drawing about 40 
students, or approximately 2 per 
tent of the Jewish student body. 
Whether Reform or Orthodox 
Services were held, and both have 
been tried, there has been no 
appreciable difference in attend- 
ance, The largest attendances at 
Hillel have been set when the

the Zionist group came from a 
single individual. Interestingly 
enough, he is a member of the 
Unitarian Church, of Jewish de- 
scent, and an officer of the youth 
group of the American Council 
for Judaism. .After he had at- 
tacked Zionism in several public 
meetings, the Zionists allowed 
him to address their group, and 
he met such a devastating attack 
at their hands that since then he 
has ceased from airing the views 
of the A.C.J. In fact, he is now 
a strange bed-fellow of the Zion- 
ists, and quietly attends every 
meeting. 


A JEWISH LEADER on the 
campus, who prefers to remain 
anonymous, attributes the lack 
of relatedness of the students to 
the Jewish group to a number of 
factors. The Jewish students 
come to the University with a 
poor Jewish background, with 
what he termed “grade school 
concepts.” They would never 
hold such naive notions about 
American history, and they feel 
only a vague loyalty to the Jew- 
ish group. They have a phobia 
of difference, and many reject 
Hillel as a minority association 
with low social status. Their lack 












of insight prevents them from 
seeing how they reject them- 
selves in the process, 

While the large majority of the 
Jewish students are apolitical, as 
is the large majority of the non- 
Jewish student body, there is a 
significant number of the former 
who participate in the radical 
groups—American Youth for De- 
mocracy and the Socialist Study 
Club, two bitterly irreconcilable 
factions—and what are nebulous- 
ly known as “liberal movements.” 

This past Summer the liberal 
and radical students, supported 
by church groups, fought through 
petitions, picket lines, and mass 
meetings to open the doors of 
restaurants to Negro students. 
The State’s Attorney was brought 
into the picture and eventually 
the restaurants gave in. Again, 
the number of Jewish students 
in’ this fight, while difficult to 
estimate accurately, was out of 
proportion to their number in 
school, roughly 35 per cent. 


THE NUMBER of Jewi&h stu- 
dents enrolled, and this includes 
the Chicago Professional Colleges 
as well as the Urbana campus, is 
2,371 out of a total enrollment of 
20,341 or 11.6 per cent of the total 
number of students. Of this fig- 
ure 1,765 are men and 606 are 
women, out of a total enrollment 
of 15,460 and 4,881 respectively. 
The total number of veterans 


(Urbana campus only) is 11,136 


IN THE HOME or tavern where

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of which 994 are Jewish. There 
is a heavier enrollment of Jewish 
undergraduate students—2,254 of 
17,939—than there is of Jewish 
graduate students—117 out of 
2,402. This may be due to the 
increased difficulty which Jewish 
students have in getting into med- 
ical and other professional 
schools requiring further train- 


ing, or to the inaccuracies inher- 


ent in a Statistical compilation in 
which 1,841 students did not in- 
dicate a religious preference. It 
would be significant to know how 
many of these are Jews by birth, 
if not by choice. 


According to B’nai B'rith fig- 
ures, Jewish students are con- 
centrated in the fields of Arts and 
Science, Business Administration, 
Dentistry, Journalism, Medicine, 
and Pharmacy, while they are far 
below their proportion in Agri- 
culture, Engineering, Forestry, 
Home Economics, Law, Library 
Science, Music, Physical Educa- 
tion, Occupational Therapy, Pre- 
Veterinary, and Landscape Archi- 
tecture. Although there are no 
figures available for the Social 
Work Curriculum, this writer un- 
officially estimates that slightly 
less than 50 per cent of the stu- 
dents are Jewish, from first hand 
contact with this school. With 
but one exception—the surpris- 
ingly small proportion of Jewish 
law students—these figures prob- 





ably indicate the trend 
other large universities. 


IT FOLLOWS THEN, that the 
“average” Jewish student at the 


University of Illinois is from a 
large city, is in the Liberal Arts 
School or a pre-medical student, 
does not attend services and may. 
be frankly atheistic, 
favors Zionism, and is a political, 
but when he does take a stand he 
is most often liberal. Their chief 
link with Jewish culture, as told 
by one student, is sour cream, 
gefilte fish, halavah, corned beef 
and hot pastrami sandwiches, 
chicken soup with knadles, Max- 
well street, and Jewish friends 
because they feel most at home 
with them.

From the Illinois experience, it 
certainly appears that the pers 
petuation of the Jewish group 
as a distinct culture is in doubt, 
This may be part of the general 
trend toward secularization, with 
Jews leading the way as once 
they did toward a monistic reli- 
gion. There is no simple answer 
to what is happening to the Jews 
ish group, but so long as a Sigs 
nificant number struggle for so- 
cial justice—no matter how un- 
conscious a part their Jewish 
heritage plays in this—Jewry’s 
loss may be compensated by mane 
kind’s gain.

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Lewis On Books

“FINAL JUDGMENT.” 
H. Bernstein. Boni and Gaer. 
265 pages. Price $3.50. 

HIS book contains a small 
but shocking portion of the 
mass of evidence presented at 
the Nuremberg trials, which the 
author attended, against twenty- 
one defendants—the creators of 

Nazi Germany. The barbarous 

crimes are literally without a 

parallel in the annals of man- 

kind. No nation or people or gov- 
ernment has ever at any time in 
human history so completely re- 
pudiated and so cynically out- 
raged every law of man and of 

God as did the German govern- 

ment. 

The first part of the book 
analyses the carefully laid plans 
for “Revenge” which the German 
military caste 
began to formu- 
late as early as 
1918, immediate- 
ly after the Ar- 
| mistice. To the 
' Nazis war was 
as indispensable 
as anti-Semit- 
ism. The Nazi 
doctrines of 
“Lebens r a um,” 
“mission of Germany,” and of 
race made it inevitable. Once 
begun, aggression followed upon 
aggression, with attacks on Nor- 
way, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, 
ete. 


BEHIND THE WAR of aggres- 
sion, was the unheard of concept 
of “total war,” a diabolical theory 
involving not only the destruc- 
tion of the armed forces of the 
enemy, but the complete anni- 
hilation of entire peoples and 
races. This “Genocide” principle 
was applied with fiendish bru- 
tality against all the peoples 
Germany conquered, with the 
Jews as the chief victims, and 
with the intellectuals of all na- 
tions who were most likely to 
resist and impede the program 
as the primary targets. The suc- 
cess of this unheard of plot 
against the peoples of Europe 
eonstitutes a genuine triumph 
for Hitler. Despite wholesale 
“laments” Germany is today the 
best fed, best clothed, and strong- 
est nation on the continent. 

The chief victims of the pro- 
gram of extermination were of 
course the Jews, six million of 
whom were coldly and brutally 
murdered in the various concen- 
tration camps of Auschwitz, Tre- 
blinka, etc. The testimony con- 
cerning the liquidation of the 
Jews is as fantastic as it is 
hideous. 

The commander of Auschwitz 
confessed under oath that “at 
least 2,500,000 victims were exe- 
cuted there by gassing and burn- 
ing, and at least another 500,000 
succumbed to starvation and 
disease, making a total of 3,000,- 
000. . . The victims included 
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a great number of citizens, mostly 
Jewish, from Holland, France, 
Belgium, Poland, Hungary, 
Greece, and other countries. We 
executed about 400,000 Hun- 
garian Jews alone in the sum- 
mer of 1944, 

“I VISITED Treblinka to find 
out how they carried out their 
exterminations. The camp com- 
mandant at Treblinka . .. used 
monoxide gas and I did not think 
his methods were very efficient. 
So when I set up the extermina- 
tion building at Auschwitz, I 
used Cyclon B, which was a 
crystallized prussic acid which 
we dropped into the death cham- 
ber from a small opening. It took 
from 3 to 15 minutes to kill the 
people in the death chamber, de- 
pending upon climatic condi- 
tions. We knew when the people 
were dead because their scream- 
ing stopped. 

“After the bodies were re- 
moved, our Special Commandos 
took off the rings and extracted 
the gold from the teeth of the 
corpses. 

“Another improvement we 
made over Treblinka was that we 
built our gas chambers to ac- 
commodate 2000 people at one 
time, whereas at Treblinka their 
ten gas chambers only accom- 
modated 200 each. . . . Children 
of tender years were invariably 
exterminated, since by reason of 
their youth they were unable to 
work.” 

A MOST DAMNING chapter 
in the book is that entitled 
“Ghoul’s Gold.” German _busi- 
ness and industry not only pre- 
pared diligently for the exter- 
mination of the Jews, with firms 
competing for bids to build big- 
ger and better crematoria, but 
they profited enormously from 
the massacred Jews. The I. A. 
Toft & Sons submitted this noble 
offer to the Auschwitz adminis- 
tration: 

“To the Central Construction 
Administration of the SS and 
Police, Auschwitz. 

“Subject: Crematoria for the 
second and third prisoner 
camps. We again confirm re- 
ceipt of your order for five 
three-part cremation furnaces, 
including two electric eleva- 
tors for the transportation of 
corpses. A_ practical installa- 
tion for heating with coal and 
an apparatus for the removal 
of ashes have also been or- 
dered. 

“(Signed) I. A. Topf & Sons.” 

And the H. Korn AG desper- 
ately sought a contract at Bel- 
grade and made to the Nazi au- 
thorities the unique guarantees 
that: 

“In connection with the in- 
tended construction, we offer 


two such ovens, but would re- 
quest you to reply whether 
two ovens will be enough. 

“We guarantee the effective- 
ness of the cremation ovens as

RUMORS CURRENT during 


the war that the Nazis were us- 
ing human corpses for the manu- 
facture of soap were indignantly 
denied, even by such liberal 
magazines as the Christian Cen- 
tury. Evidences presented at 
Nuremberg reveals that a firm 
in Danzig manufactured an elec- 
trically-heated tank for the 
manufacture of soap out of hu- 
man fat: “The recipe called for 
12 pounds of human fat, ten 
quarts of water, and eight 
ounces to a pound of caustic 
soda ... all boiled for two or 
three hours and then cooled.” 
Crushed bone was sold to fer- 
tilizer firms for the manufacture 
of phosphate. A Berlin manufac- 
turer turned out “mobile murder 
machines called gas vans.” Mil- 
lions of garments, carefully 
sorted in extermination camp 
warehouses, were turned back 
for reprocessing to the German 
textile industry. And not only 
the garments, but even the hair 
of the victims, especially female 
victims, was saved and utilized 
for the glory of the German 
people. 

The ineffable tragedy of the 
Jew and the destiny the Nazis 
reserved for him is told at length 
with a mountain of documentary 
proof in a chapter fittingly en- 
titled “Twentieth Century Cal- 
vary,” an authenticated record of 
bestility against a defenseless 
and innocent people without a 
parallel in human history. If the 
war had lasted a few months 
longer, every Jew in Europe 
would have been murdered in 
crematoria, in mobile gas vans, 
or shot at open pits. Concerning 
the latter method, the following 
testimony of H. F. Griebe (U. S. 
A. Exhibit 494) revealing Nazi 
beastality and Jewish courage at 
one and at the same time, is of 
tremendous import: 

“From September 1941 until 
January 1944 I was manager 
and engineer in charge of a 
branch in Sdolbunow, Ukraine, 
of the Solingen building firm 
of Josef Jung. On October 5, 
1942, when I visited the build- 
ing office at Dubno (Ukraine) 
my foreman, Hubert Moen- 
nikes, told me that in the vi- 
cinity of the site, Jews from 
Dubno had been shot in three 
large pits, each about 30 
meters long and three meters 
deep. About 1500 persons had 
been killed daily. ... 

“Moennikes and I went direct 
to the pits. Nobody bothered 
us. Now I heard rifle shots in 
quick succession, from behind 
one of the earth mounds. The 
people who had gotten off the 
trucks — men, women, and 
children of all ages—had to 
undress upon the orders of an 
SS-man, who carried a riding 
or dog whip. They had to put 
down their clothes in fixed 
places, sorted according to 
shoes, top clothing and under- 
clothing. I saw a heap of 
shoes of about 800 to 100 
pairs, great piles of under- 
linen and clothing. Without 
screaming or weeping these 
people undressed, stood around 
in family groups, kissed each 
other, said farewells and waited 
for a sign from another SS- 
man, who stood near the pit, 
also with a whip in his hand. 

“During the 15 minutes that 
I stood near the pit I heard no 
complaint or plea for mercy. 
I watcher a family of about 
eight*persons, a man and wom- 
an, both about 50 with their 
children. An old woman with 
snow-white hair was holding 
a one-year old child in her 
arms and singing to it, and 
tickling it. The child was coo- 
ing with delight. The couple 
were looking on with tears in

OW long do you think a young couple 
is going to go on paying 70 cents for 
a pound of steak when it is on sale for 39 
cents at Kroger’s or the A&P?” asks the De- 
troit Jewish Chronicle in’an editorial? 

The Detroit Jewish Community Council, 
alarmed by the fact that young people were 
refusing to buy kosher meat at exorbitant 
prices, asked the Kosher Butchers Association 
to meet with them and discuss the situation. 
The butchers refused, insisting that so long as 
the buyer of kosher meat demands top cuts, 
the kosher butcher must pay a premium price, 
which is passed on to the consumer. In addi- 
tion, the housewife must expect to pay a prem- 
ium for ritual slaughtering costs. 

THE HOUSEWIFE understands both points. 
She knows that the buyer of non-kosher choice 
cuts pays more than the chain-store bargain 
prices, and she is willing to pay the slaughter- 
ing charges. But she is not willing to pay on 
top of that for bone and gristle which any 
other butcher trims from his meat as a mat- 
ter of course. And when she buys plain chuck 
she is not willing to pay the same price, her 
neighbor gives for choice steak in the non- 
kosher store. She wants to see the prices listed. 

The community council of Detroit is at- 
tempting to ameliorate the situation there be- 
cause the consumers as individuals are using 
the only weapon they have for protecting them- 
selves against exploitation. They simply are

meats, the Jewish butchers are taking an un- 
fair profit. 

If it were any product but kosher meat, I 
would say, “More power to you, young house- 
wife. If you don’t buy, his prices will have to 
come down!” 

But with meat, the situation is different. 
When a woman who has kept a kosher house 
brings in non-kosher meat, she readjusts all 
her thinking. 

YOUNG MARRIED PEOPLE seldom think 
in terms of traditional values. If the butcher 
will not be reasonable, they will buy in the 
chainstore. The responsibility devolves upon 
those who do realize the worth of our tradi- 
tional practices. They, the mature men and 
women, the religious leaders, the teachers, the 
powerful men in the community who care about 
these things, must act. 

Certainly no one wishes to deprive the Jew- 
ish butchers of a good livelihood. However, the 
non-Jewish butchers are doing extremely well 
financially, selling good cuts, well trimmed, at 
reasonable prices. 

If the housewife is wrong... if the cost of 
fine meat, plus ritual slaughtering charges, plus 
the same margin of profit which non-Jewish 
privately owned stores allow themselves, 
amount to the price the kosher butcher charges 
today, then the butchers in Detroit should show 
figures to the Community Council and the mat- 
ter will be settled.

ET’S turn our thoughts to noodles. They make a good meat 
L substitute when combined with cheese, butter, milk and/or 
eggs. They are so versatile as to be a meal-in-one or a substantial 
dessert dish. They can be purchased at any grocery in various sizes 
and shapes. Modern techniques in the manufacture of noodles bring 
them to us at less cost than the home-made variety our grandmoth- 
ers were compelled to rely on. There is no argument against noodles 
in the daily diet nutritionally, gustaterially, aesthetically or budget- 
ary. So, let’s look at a few recipes that are not the hackneyed kind. 

For instance, Mrs. Beatrice Fassberg of Brooklyn, N.Y., writes 
to ask for a good recipe for making Kosher Style Chinese Dried 
Noodles. She has in mind the kind that are served with Chow Mein, 
no doubt—the fried crisp kind. We hope she’ll have no trouble in 
following the following directions for making them at home. They 
are delicious with any creamed dish whether it be of fish, poultry 
or meat, or vegetables. Makes a crunchy accompaniment to salads, 
too. And best of all, they can be made and stored in a paper bag 
far in advance and then heated in same paper bag in a hot oven a 
few minutes before serving. 

Fried Noodles, Chinese Style 
8 oz. medium width noodles 
2 cups salad oil (or melted vegetable shortening. 

If you have a deep frying pan with a wire basket that fits, it 
will be most helpful. Otherwise use any deep sauce pan large 
enough for the purpose. Heat the oil or shortening to 380°-390° 
F.—that is, very hot. Drop the noodles in and fry over moderate 
heat till nicely browned and crisp. Lift from fat and spread over 
paper towels to drain thoroughly. The remaining fat may be used 
again. To clarify it, drop a few pieces of raw potato in and cook 
till tender. Strain through cheese cloth lined soup strainer. 

Noodle Scallop 


8 oz. medium or wide noodles 2 eggs 
2 qts. boiling water % cup cornflakes or dry bread 
1 tblsp. salt crumbs 


% Ib. slivered store cheese % tsp. paprika 


(orange colored, Cheddar 3 tblsps. melted butter 
type) 1% cups milk = 
Cook noodles in boiling salted water 8 to 10 minutes or tilf 
tender and drain thoroughly. Add slightly beaten eggs, half the 
cornflakes or crumbs and cheese bits, reserving a little of the 
cheese for topping. Melt the butter in the baking pan or casserole 
to be used and reserve half to mix with remaining cornflakes or 
crumbs. Turn into the heated baking dish the prepared noodle mix- 
ture, top with buttered cornflakes, sprinkle with cheese bits and 
paprika. Add the milk slowly at the side, shaking the dish to dis- 
tribute the liquid. Bake at 375° F. 20 minutes or till the top is 
lightly browned and a knife blade inserted in the center comes 
out dry. Serve hot. 
Noodle-Fruit Kugel 
8 oz. medium or broad noodles 2 eggs 

(cooked tender in salted 1 cup dried apricots, 

water) or seeded raisins 
% cup sugar 1 lemon, grated rind and juice 
% tsp. cinnamon 3 tblsps. melted shortening 

While the noodles are cooking, stew the dried fruit in water 

to cover and let cook. If prunes are used, pit them. Beat eggs, add- 
ing sugar gradually. Combine the drained noodles, egg mixture, 
lemon juice and rind. Add hot melted shortening. Turn half the 
mixture into the heated baking dish or casserole, add the prepared 
fruit and cover with remaining noodle combination. Sprinkle top 
generously with cinnamon and bake uncovered 20 to 30 minutes 
at 375° F. or till set and lightly browned. Serve with lemon or 
orange sauce, or turn out and cut into weages and serve pan,

non-Jews were anti-Semitic. 

Now Mr. Harrison owes me an 
apology and in the near future I 
expect Mr. Boehm to send me an- 
other issue of “The Atlanta 
Spokesman” with just such an 
apology. I reported as accurately 
as I could the viewpoints of the 
two men and then I wrote: “I 
don’t hold with either the college 
professor or the industrialist..” 

Mr. Harrison charges that I 
need a sense of balance. So be 
it. But what he needs is a pair 
of eyeglasses. 


David Schwartz commented 
recently on the stamp issued by 
the Postoffice Department com- 
memorating the hundredth anni- 
versary of Joseph Pulitzer. Mr. 
Schwartz muses on the fact that 
Mr. Pulitzer is the first Jew to 
be so honored and names other 
U. .S. Jews whom he thinks 
might have deserved prior con- 
sideration. I was in St. Louis re- 
eently, where Mr. Pulitzer’s St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch is still a 
great newspaper and where one 
of his sons is presently its edi- 
tor. The son is not Jewish. He 
is warmly interested in many 
forward-looking endeavors and 
-is a member of the Episcopalian 
Church.

Several weeks ago in a north- 
western town there took place 
the Bar Mitzvah of Raleigh Fin- 
kelstein. I saved the synagogue 
bulletin in which the announce- 
ment appeared and made a note, 
for future comment, “Use Bibli- 
eal names.” 

This week Rabbi Israel Levin- 
thal of Brooklyn's Jewish Center 
writes in the excellent Center 
Review on the same question, as 
follows: 

“But the problem that concerns 
me more is the gradual disap- 
pearance of Jewish first names. 
It is these first or given names 
which can have and do have a 
psychological effect upon the 
child—and later, when the child 
becomes an adult. These names 
of Stephen and James and Bruce, 
and of Kathleen and Marjorie 
and Patricia—to select some at 
random—are symptomatic of a 
malady affecting the desire to 
free their children from the con- 

‘> sciousness of being Jews. And 
_ yet, as the rabbi in the Midrash 





implies, how much nicer is the 
name Reuben for a Jew than Ru- 
fus. How much more charactet 
is revealed in that name, how 
much more meaning does it pos- 
sess in the history it recalls—a 
history of a thousand years. 
“And the strangest thing to 
note is the fact that the old 
American families, of true aristo- 
cratic heritage, delight in giving 


Biblical names to their children. 
How often do you find such 
names as Isaac, Elisha, David, 


Hezekiah, or Sarah, Rebecca, Ra- 
chel, Deborah, Judith, linked to 
distinguished American Chris- 
tian families. Yet how seldom 
do you find such names given to 
Jewish children.” 


THE COLUMN 
WITHOUT A NAME 


The synagogue as the central 
place in Jewish functions has 
given way in large measure to 
commercialized religious estab- 
lishments in the big cities. Bar- 
mitzvah celebrants seek the secu- 
lar and mundane atmosphere of 
halls to “complete” the ceremony 
which had its fulfillment in the 
synagogue on Sabbath morning. 
Wedding parties solicit the aid 
of hall caterers not only to pre- 
pare a sumptuous repast but to 
arrange for the services of a 
rabbi, the cantor, the choir, the 
master of ceremonies, etc. The 
general contact with the syn- 
agogue is so limited that the 
proprietors of neon lighted “tem- 
ples of religion” whose only aim 
is to please their customers are 
permitted complete responsibil- 
ity to create a dignified atmos- 
phere of reverence and sacred- 
ness. High Holy day ‘escapists” 
run to mountain resorts which 
announce services under their 
auspices. The holding of services 
in these places on High Holy 
days is a flimsy pretext for invit- 
ing business and salve for the 
consciences of the hotel guests. 


To make matters worse, the 
rabbi is frequently left out of the 
picture altogether. The person 
who officiates at the religious 
ceremony is not a rabbi, duly 
ordained, but an actor, a singer 
or a “reverend.” 








These practices are a mockery 
of our religion. True religious ob- 
servance can only find its expres- 
sion in the synagogue. Even 
“s’udoh shel mitzvah,”—the feast 
of religious festivities—can find 
its dignity best in the synagogue 
hall. 


The basic problem resolves it- 
self in the laity’s tenuous asso- 
ciation with the synagogue and 
its primary position in Jewish 
religious, social, and cultural 
life. There are too many Jews 
who come in touch with religious 
rituals only through their occa- 
sional attendance at weddings, 
funerals, etc. Such infrequence 
and indifference to Jewish re- 
ligious practices is not conducive 
to preserving and further devel- 
iping the highest in standards 
for religious functions. 


Commercialism of hall cater- 
ers, mountain resort proprietors 
must not be permitted to outrage 
the sense of religious dignity 
and to compromisingly _ extend 
and distort the sanctifications of 
our lives through the sacred 
ceremonies of the weddings, Bar- 
mitzvahs, ete——Rabbi Jacob J. 
Honig in the Bulletin of the 
Huntington Jewish Center.

Our Standards of Non-Observance 


HE NEED for some set of standards in 
Jewish religions observance seems to be 
commonly accepted, although our religious 
leaders still debate the wisdom of trying to set 
up a norm or minimum. As a result .of this 
refusal to grapple with a difficult problem, not 
only is there confusion compounded, but each 
Jew sets his own standard of non-observance. 
It is a chaotic condition about which something 
must be done. 

A clear picture of the confusion is presented 
by Mrs. Isadore Moscovitz, wife of the pub- 
lisher, in her column called “Musings,” in The 
Southern Jewish Weekly of Jacksonville, Fla. 
The Post is sure that many of its readers will 
find their own practice and confusion detailed 
by one of the three women described. Here is 
what Mrs. Moscovitz writes: 

“Yesterday I was surprised to receive an 
Easter greeting card from a friend who is one 
of the most orthodox of Jewish women I know. 
...In her home no one dares light the electric 
lights on the Sabbath and I know that in her 
travels she has greatly inconvenienced herself 
by eating only kosher foods. ... Yet I am told 
that on Christmas and Easter, greetings of that 
day are in order.... 


“An enigma you say? ... But theh isn’t the 
religious lives of practically all of us something 
to puzzle the wisest? ... For instance, to what 
religious group do you think the following 
three women belong and to what place would 
you say they hold in the community? .. . This 
is an actual conversation as it took place: ... 

Mrs. A.—I don’t keep a kosher house, but 
I don’t bring pork or shrimp into my home. 
Neither do I eat it when we are dining out. But 


I do want you to know I am instrumental in 
establishing a Friday night service in my com. 
munity. 

‘Mrs. B.—Well, I do bring unkosher food into 
my house because the doctor told me my baby 
should have bacon, and besides my husband 
didn’t want me to keep kosher. ,But my house 
has been made clean for Passover (even if I 
have bacon in the refrigerator) and I do light 
the Sabbath candles. Which I think is much 
better than what Mrs. C. does. 

“Mrs. C.—I suppose I am what you call a 
hypocrite. I do not take trafe meat into the 
house, but I don’t have two sets of dishes. J] 
‘keep’ all the holidays but do not attend serv. 
ices. I try to make the atmosphere in my 
home Jewish so that my children will know 
what being Jewish means, but I do eat trafe 
out, because I don’t see anything wrong in des. 
ecrating my stomach while my home to me 
stands for a greater part of me—my mind. I] 
suppose it all sounds kind of crazy. 

“You won’t be able to guess to which con- 
gregations these women belong, so I will tell 
you. All of them come from strictly orthodox 
backgrounds, and all three contribute their 
share to the organization work of their com. 
munities. Mrs. A. belongs to an ultra reform 
congregation, and supports a rabbi whom I 
call assimilationist. 

“Mrs. B. belongs to a conservative congrega- 
tion as does Mrs. C. All three women are Zion. 
ists. Of the three Mrs. C. does more commun. 
nity work, 

“It is a crazy pattern, isn’t it? ... but then 
we do suppose that religion, like life, is a tale 
told by an idiot. . . . Certainly one could be 
come one trying to put the pieces together.” 


Every Family Automatically Affiliated 


HE TIME will come when every Jewish 

family first in our smaller communities 
and gradually even in the largest will be a 
member of a congregation whether he pays 
dues or not. Until that time, admittedly far off, 
our congregations should expand steps already 
taken, leading toward that end. 

As long as money continues to be the de- 
termining factor in synagogue membership, so 
long will many Jewish families remain out- 
side of the synagogue although they want to 
affiliate. 

It does no good to argue that these same 
people belong to clubs or lodges where they 
pay set dues or that the rabbi’s salary must be 


paid and so on. 

Such moves as free memberships for a 
year to ex-GIs (some congregations have added 
another free year where needed) and Mt. Zion 


Hebrew Congregation’s (St. Paul) free year, 


to married couples of members make the trend 
referred to above. These are just steps on the 
road to full membership to everybody, a com- 
plete welcome to all families, with those un- 
able to pay making whatever or no monthly 
contribution as they themselves determine. The 
rule that poor families may join congregations 
free is no answer because no self-respecting 
family will come in under that stigma. 


Point No. 4 For Mr. Solinger 


Byres SOLINGER has proved to be 
a young dynamo in B'nai Brith circles 
in District No. 2, where in almost no time he 
was raised to the General Committee. As was 
to be expected, when Mr. Solinger was named 
to chairmanship of the District’s Synagogue 
Cooperation Committee, he came up immedi- 
ately with some good suggestions. He urges 1) 
that standing lodge synagogue cooperation 
committees be named; 2)that lodge bulletins 
carry religious items and urge elimination, pf 


social functions on Friday night and 3) that 
lodges sponsor Rabbinical Nights with rabbis 
speaking on religious subjects. 

This is coming around to the point where, 
after a few years more, out national organiza- 
tions will be near the periphery of the subject. 

But just to bring the lodge to actual grips 
with the problem, suppose Mr. Solinger makes 


point number four this: that no man can be. 


an officer of a lodge unless he attends services 
regularly. 


The Need For Kosher Restaurants 


HE example of Pittsburgh Orthodox lead- 

ers in subscribing to stock to launch a 
$50,000 kosher restaurant in their city should 
be followed in every Jewish community of 
any size. ‘ 

Although as a private venture a kosher 
restaurant in Pittsburgh with its 90,000 Jewish 
population should attract private capital, the 
fact is that such is not the case. Even cities 
like Philadelphia, with over 200,000 Jewish 
souls, have no strictly kosher restaurants, 


The Post’s editor leans toward Reconstruc- 
tionist views on kashruth. Yet for many rea- 
sons The Post feels there is an obligation on 
the community to provide an eating place 
where the Orthodox can be assured of strict 
adherence to all particulars of kashruth. 


As the Passover holidays approach, com- 
munities like Indianapolis where there is no 
kosher restaurant of any kind at all, feel the 
lack keenly. 


A Little Premature 


HHOSE were mighty big words our national 

Jewish agencies uttered pontifically when 
the Big Four agreed to place in the Austrian 
treaty a watered-down plan for restitution of 
property for Jews. 

“A triumph in the international struggle for 
human rights,” said Dr. Slawson, executive 
vice-president of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, not omitting to claim due credit for his 
organization. 


“The report from Moscow clearly indicates 
that a victory has been won in behalf of the 
human rights ruthlessly violated in Austria and 
Germany at the outset of the Axis war against 
humanity. It is a step in which all to whom 
human liberty is sacred can take pride and 
courage.” 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency, correspom 
dent in Vienna merely points out that the plat

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JUDAISM ALWAYS RADICAL SAYS HECHT, 
TURNING TO JEWISH HISTORY TO PROVE IT

Mr. Sapinsley seems worried 

that “Judaism has become merely 
a branch of the world-wide radi- 
cal movement.” Instead of being 
worried, Mr. Sapinsley should re- 
joice in the knowledge that the 
Jews are not alone in their fer- 
yent desire to see a world built 
upon justice and right in place 
of the present world, built upon 
rapacity, cruelty, and might. 

Apparently, Mr. Sapinsley is 

afraid of the word “radical.” And 
vet we find that the dictionary 
defines radicalism as: 

“Extreme political liberalism; 
advocacy of revolutionary 
changes in laws and methods 
of government with a view 


to remedying social condi- 
tions.” 
What is so terrifying about 


that? Isn’t the essence of Juda- 
ism the preaching of the equality 
of man before God and before 
his fellow men? Isn’t Judaism 
therefore radicalism and won’t 
Judaism lose its Judaism when 
it becomes a quiescent acceptor 
of the status quo... a status 
quo that places a premium upon 
the exploitation of man by his 
fellows in the economic sphere, 
the discrimination of man by his 
fellows because of race, color, 
and creed in the social sphere, 
and corruption, grafting, cheat- 
ing, and misrepresentation of the 
people in the political sphere? 
Abraham, the first Jew, was a 
radical . . . subversive to the rul- 
ing class in olden times . . . be- 
cause he advocated worship of 
only one God, and at that a non- 
idol. Moses was a violent radi- 
cal. He not only agitated against 
the law and order of the regime 
of the pharaohs in Egypt, but 
brought much trouble and dislo- 
cation to that land by his radical 
insistence upon taking the Jews 
out of slavery ... and this no 
doubt severely disrupted the 
economy of Egypt. Yes, Moses, 
the first labor organizer who or- 
dered the Jews to leave Egypt 
rather than work for starvation 
wages and long hours was a 
foreign agent who took his in- 
structions from God, and not the 
monarch of the country who had 
been so kind to him. Why Moses 
simply bit the hand that had fed 


him, the ungrateful red! ... 

tadical as Abraham and Moses 
were, they had nothing on the 
prophets. These _ ill-clothed 
“schleppedicke” beggars agitated 
and aroused the people to a dis- 
satisfaction with the status quo. 
Kings, princes, generals felt the 
lash of their goading and critic- 
ism. Their preachings against 
such an eminent Babylonian say 
as Nebuchadnezzar could have 
engendered such violent anti- 
Semitism as to destroy the Jew- 
ish people. 

Instead of compromising, these 
half-baked radicals inflexibly in- 
sisted on full rights to their 
people who were underdogs and 
who didn’t even have the right 
to complain. In defending the 
Jewish poor they cast aspersions 
on the Jewish rich. Didn’t these 
prophets realize that if they 
eliminated poverty, there would 
be no one the philanthropists 
could so graciously give charity 
to? Didn’t these. prophets . . 
understand that the Palestine 
business men and Chambers of 
Commerce and Association of 
Manufacturers were in business 
for the purpose of donating large 
sums of money to the U.J.A. of 
the B.C. era, and that irresponsi- 
ble preaching against the rich 
would destroy these businesses? 
The list of Jewish radicals could 
be extended indefinitely. .. . 

Yes, Judaism is a great faith 
... that of a great people. It has 
stood throughout the centuries 
precisely because of its radical- 
ism ... because it insisted jus 
tice and human rights come be- 
fore wealth, power, and property 
rights. Judaism has been a rock 
of salvation through the ages be- 
cause it considered success in 
terms of scholarship and social 
reform, not in terms of ac- 
cumulating.dollars and being ac- 
cepted by the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. The sur- 
vival of Judaism and the Jewish 
people is predicated upon its al- 
liance with the radicals and 
revolutionists and liberals . . . 
and upon the realization that the 
issue in America today is not 
communism, but fascism. .. .

of Jewish history is almost 
Yetally lacking among American 
; not due to their fault, but 
the fault of the so-called Hebrew 


Schools, which were run 20 years 
ago during my youth as rackets. 
They merely taught a smattering 
of Jewish history, the “Schma’ 
and that’s ail. 

I believe that every Hebrew 
School should emphasize Jewish 
History over “davening” and 
everything else. Let the Jews 
know of their contribution to 
civilization; let them have pride 
in their religion; let them keep 
their heads high, instead of a 
secret feeling of inferiority that 
they are Jews. Let Hebrew 
Schools do the unthinkable; and 
explain to the young Jewish gen- 
eration all about Jesus, the so- 
called Messiah. After all, if the 
Hebrew Schools will not tell 
them about Jesus—they will cer- 
tainly learn about him in very 
unpleasant ways from _ their 
Christian playmates—as I did.

12 of the 15 necessary signatures 
have been obtained to the IRO 
constitution, it was learned here. 


Tragic If IRO ‘Not Approves

NEW — A “truly 
tragic situation” is in the 
making if the International 


Refugee Organization is not 
ready to take over UNRRA,.’ 
duties on July 1—the date that 
UNRRA is scheduled to expire, 
former Gov. Herbert H. Leh- 
man warned in an address at 
Columbia University’s MecMil- 
lin theater. 

“The International Refugee 
Organization remains a paper 
agency even though much more 
than a year has passed since 
the United Nations recognized 
their responsibility for the care 
and resettlement of refugees,” 
Lehman said, 


The organization cannot come in- 
to official being and start operat- 
ing until 15 nations, including 
those who will contribute at least 
75 per cent of the IRO budget, 
have signed. 

According to French experts 
attached to the preliminary IRO 
organization, it is not expected 
that resettlement of all refugees 
will be completed before five 
years after the IRO begins func- 
tioning. They expressed the be- 
lief that most of the Jewish DP’s 
will reach Palestine within the 
next two years. Those experts 
pointed out that the restrictive 
immigration policy of the United 
States was an obstacle to a 
prompt solution of the refugee 
problem. 





To Reopen Trials 
In Jassy Massacre

BUCHAREST — Acting on a 


promise made in Parliament sev- 
eral days ago, Rumanian War 
Minister Gen. Mihail lLascar 
took vigorous action to speed up 
the trial of the perpetrators of 
the Jassy massacre of 1941 in 
which about 14,000 Jews lost 
their lives. 

The membership of the mili- 
tary tribunal which originally in- 
vestigated the case and dismissed 
indictments against many of the 
perpetrators of the pogrom was 
completely reshuffled this week 
and new warrants were issued 
for all -defendants, including

Czech Minister Repeats 
Charges on Jews

PRAGUE — Minister of Infor- 


mation Vaclav Kopecky, speak- 
ing before a Socialist meeting 
here, protested against the re- 
eent charge by the official Social 
Democratic newspaper that he 
was an anti-Semite, but repeated 
his previous attacks against the 
Sub-Carpathian Jews. 

Kopecky claimed that the Car- 
pathian Jews had entered the 
Czech army only towards the 
end of the war, spoke Hungarian 
or German. and had fied from the 
Carpathian area — which was 
ceded to the Soviet Union last 
year—because they feared “bol- 
shevism.” He claimed that only 
Czechs or Slovaks living in the 
Carpathian area could apply for 
Czechoslovak citizenship, not per- 
sons who had registered in the 
1930 census as Jews.

$263,000 Loans Granted 
U. S. Jewish Farmers —

NEW YORK — The Jewish 


Agricultural Society granted 
over $263,000 in loans to Jewish 
farmers in 16 states during 1946,’ 
Dr. Gabriel Davidson, managing 
director, announced in his an. 
nual report released here. He 
also pointed out that the society 
was placing a greater emphasis 
on placement of veterans and 
refugees on farms in this coun 
try. 

Nearly 500 veterans applied to 
the agency during the year, in. 
cluding a number of non-Jews 
referred by Christian organiza. 
tions, the report stated. Forty 
veteran families have already 
been placed during the first year 
of the veterans program, but Mr, 
Davidson said that it was ex 
pected that the rate would be 
speeded up this year. In all, 105 
families were settled on farms, 
mostly in the East, and Caili- 
fornia, Michigan. [Illinois and 
Florida in 1946. 


Stop Eviction Order 
As Jews Aid British

JERUSALEM — The Palestine 


Government this week withdrew 
its order evicting 110 Jews from 
their homes in the Hadar Hacar- 
mel section of Jerusalem, after 
the Jews promised to maintain 
volunteer sentries to prevent 
further attacks on British mili- 
tary vehicles on a road near 
their homes. The eviction order 
was issued as a collective pun- 
ishment for the blasting of a 
jeep on the road about ten days 
ago. 

During the investigation of the 
attack the Jews had cooperated 
fully with the British. 

Jewish heads of various sec- 
tions of Jerusalem and its sub 
urbs were threatened by the lo 
cal British district commissioner 
this week-end that they would be 
held responsible for terrorist ae 
tivity in their areas. They were 
also warned that if any more 
British personnel were slain, the 
Jewish quarters would be placed 
under a severe curfew. 
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
